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Cardboard Money Of The 

Civil War By c. albert IACOB.JR. 

Paper read before the Westchester County Coin Club, October 19. 

I was somewhat amused to hear Mr. Guttag announce at the last meeting 
that I had volunteered to read a paper on “Emergency Cardboard Money of 
the Civil War Period.” This announcement might mislead you into expect- 
ing to hear words of wisdom on this subject, which is entirely beyond my 
depth. However, if we rather sketchily go over the general subject of 
cardboard money of that period I believe I can, with considerable authority, 
tell the human-interest story connected with one particular issue of these 
rather rare cards. 

As you all know, hoarding of the various forms of metallic money goes 
hand in hand with the premonition of danger from war or any major calam- 
ity. The longer the duration of this period of fear the more gold, silver 
and finally nickel and copper coins are gathered together by their owners 
and finally disappear from circulation. To bolster up the situation and 
provide a monetary unit for circulation under these circumstances, govern- 
ments often start printing paper money. This may be perfectly sound cur- 
rency backed by national reserves, but man’s instinctive regard for the hard 
coin of the realm places the paper money at a disadvantage in such times, 
and it is often passed in trade at a considerable discount below its equiva- 
lent in metallic mony. Such was the situation in this country during the 
Civil War period. Our Government attempted to finance the cost of the 
Civil War, which they thought would be of short duration, by means of an 
issue of short-term bonds bearing 7 per cent, interest, and Treasury notes 
in denominations of from $5 to $50, which were receivable for all public 
dues. Further loans were authorized from time to time, but the bonds did 
not sell advantageously and were often disposed of at a considerable dis- 
count. The country at that time did not have adequate banking facilities, 
and in September, 1861, specie payments were suspended. In 1862 Con- 
gress resorted to the issue of legal-tender notes and large amounts of 
greenbacks were issued, which depreciated greatly in value and added to 
the already unsettled monetary situation. 

At that time, owing to the scarcity of the smaller denominational coins,, 
which were hoarded by individuals and brokers, the Government issued frac- 
tional currency in denominations of 3c., 5c., 10c., 15c., 25c. and 50c. These 
were issued under an Act of July 17, 1862, and were continued until a fifth 
and last issue in February, 1874. These small bills answered the general 
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purposes of trade, but they were never popular and they were in many 
instances accepted at a discount of about 20 per cent. In any such situation 
as this, where metallic coinage is at a premium over paper money, trades 
people are loath to part with their supply of small coins, such as our “cent,” 
in making change on purchases paid for in paper money. As a result, they 
themselves became, to a certain extent, hoarders of coins and resorted to 
the use of some form of trade money which they used in its stead. These 
took various forms, similar to the merchants’ tokens or store cards which 
were used by various firms during the years 1820 to 18 60. Probably the 
most widely distributed were the Civil War tokens, sometimes referred to as 
“copperheads” or “rebellion tokens.” I believe there are almost 9,000 of 
these different varieties known at the present time. In 1862 J. Gault took 
out a patent on what was referred to as encased postage stamps. These 
were U. S. stamps set in a small metallic frame and usually bearing the 
name and advertisement of the company issuing them. The rarest today, 
though probably used quite widely at that time, were small cardboard store 
cards, issued in small denominations and printed on cardboard. 

The series of cards which I have here tonight were printed by Matthews 
Bros, (druggists), whose establishment at that time was located at 266 
Grand Street, New York City. This is the particular issue to which I refer 
when stating that I could give a pretty complete history of their publication 
and their background. 

To do this I start from an entry in the Matthews family Bible, which is in 
the archives of our family. This entry reads as follows: 

“We left England on the 22nd day of May, 1833 and arrived at Quebec 
on the 8th day of July. We arrived at New York on the 10th of No- 
vember. 1833.” 

The original Mrs. Matthews who wrote this was my grandmother’s oldest 
sister. I understand that the 47 days’ passage which they had between 
England and Canada was a very stormy one, and that on arrival in Canada 
their then youngest child, who was with them on the trip, died. They sub- 
sequently settled in New York and had four sons — William, George, Thomas 
and Hamilton. William was of an adventurous type — went to sea and was 
engaged in gun-running to the South American republics. He was pro- 
gressing well financially for those days, but finally his vessel was captured 
off the coast of Ecuador, and he and all on board were shot. I do not know 
whether or not his untimely end infiuenced the other brothers, but they 
chose a much less spectacular but safer means of earning a livelihood, and 
George and Thomas entered the drug business here in New York. 

When the Civil War came on and the coin shortage referred to above 
occurred, they were faced with the same problem that everyone else was, 
and if I can read their character from that of their youngest brother Ham- 
ilton, who died about five years ago, and whom I knew personally, they 
certainly hated to part with three good U. S. copper cents when selling 
Mrs. Jones some bicarbonate of soda for seven cents, for which she paid 
with a paper 10c. fractional currency. 

To solve this problem, the old printing press was put to work, and these 
cards which I have here tonight were the result. Similar cards were made 
by other trades people, and in their locality were accepted as currency by 
other firms as well as their own. 

Later on, when people recovered from their hysterical hoarding, copper 
coinage again came out of hiding, and as it got more and more back into 
circulation any cards which had not already been redeemed through pur- 
chase were redeemed by the payment of their equivalent in coin. In this 
way, the cards, to a great extent, went back into the hands of those trades 
people who had originally issued them, and they were usually destroyed as 
soon as they got back into his hands, to prevent somebody collecting twice 
on them. It is for this reason that they are rather scarce today. If they 
had been made of metal, they probably would have been saved, but as their 
value as a piece of cardboard was nil, many issues disappeared entirely 
when the need for them was eliminated. 

It just so happens that Hamilton Matthews, the youngest in that family, 
was a born “collector” and hung on to anything he could get hold of in tho 
nature of an oddity. He was given these redeemed cards by his older 
brothers to use in playing “store,” and he kept them in a box, together with 
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other tokens, etc., that he collected. On his death a few years ago I found 
this box of cards among his effects and inquired through my mother’s oldest 
sister as to their origin. In her childhood she was intimately familiar with 
the affairs of her cousins, the Matthews, and the outline herein given with 
reference to these cards was acquired by me through her memory of the 
incidents connected with that time. My aunt, Miss Hall, tells me that 
when my grandfather used to some home evenings from business, and dur- 
ing the day had acquired cards of this sort from various sources, he would 
turn them over to her and my uncle for them to use to buy candy, eto. 
The men of those days disliked these cards very much. In fact, my grand- 
father stated that he didn’t have much use for money that you couldn’t 
jingle in your pocket. 

I regret very much that I am not able to make a more worth-while con- 
tribution in the form of general knowledge with reference to this type of 
emergency money, but hope that the information about this particular issue 
has been of interest. 


Specimens of Cardboard Money. 

We illustrate here a few varieties of the cardboard money which formed 
the subject of Mr. Jacob’s paper printed above, although the particular issue 
he mentions is not among them. New York City and New York State fur- 
nished a large percentage of these issues, which have now become very 
scarce.

Most of them had the name and address of the issuer printed on them. 
Others were without this identification and could be bought in sheets and 
cut apart with a pair of scissors. On these the issuer wrote his name on 
the back for identification. They were redeemable in coin for a small 
amount, usually 25 cents. 

When we consider that during the Civil War and for a few years follow- 
ing it there were nine different U. S. coins of the denomination of a dime 
or less supposed to be in circulation, supplemented by the fractional 
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currency, encased postage stamps and innumerable Civil War tokens, we 
in these days may well wonder how there could be a scarcity of small change. 
But there was a scarcity, and it only goes to show to what extent the 
Government coins were hoarded.

Being an enthusiastic coin collector, I had learned that in the 400 years 
of Mexico’s coining money the most desirable and popular coin that had 
been made in all that time was the sixty peso gold piece, in what is known 
as the Oaxaca issue. Naturally I had a desire to own one, and, having a 
romantic nature, decided to have a virgin coin that had not been out of 
Oaxaca City I made plans and started to drive to Mexico City on January 
15th 1934. The roads in the United States were fine and good until we 
got south of Monterrey, where the roads were under construction or in 
their native state— in other words, practically a burro trail. We arrived in 
Mexico City safe and without any mishaps. In a day or two we left Mexico 
City for the end of the road through Puebla and ending at Tehuacan, where 
I left my companion with my car, boarded the train for the city of Oaxaca 
and my destination. 

The railroad is a narrow-gauge road and with very small cars, such as 
very few people in the United States have ever seen. The miniature engine 
seemed almost a joke. We left Tehuacan with a couple of cars of express, 
freight and mail, one coach half full of soldiers, the other half second- 
class passengers. The other coaches had only second-class passengers, who 
are mostly Indians. The last coach is the only one for first-class passen- 
gers on which I was the only American in a total of fourteen first-class 
passengers. We rattled along at a snail pace through swirling sand and 
dust. The only companion I could speak with was a Mexican, who was 
coming to Oaxaca to buy the famous serapes, and who somehow attached 
himself to me, somewhat to his personal advantage, and on arriving at the 
station in Oaxaca City we rode to the Hotel Francia, where my friend seemed 
to do the negotiating for our quarters. Accommodations not seeming to 
suit him, he suggested we go to another hotel, the Hispano-Americano, where 
we looked at rooms on the second floor, this being the first place I had slept 
that had mosquito netting over the beds. They were not very efficient 
however, as they had a number of holes in them sufficiently large for any 
inquisitive mosquito to get inside. My partner selected one room and I took 

the other, there being no apparent difference. I was about to get myself 

adjusted when in three or four minutes my companion came over and asked 
me if I would mind changing to his room. He did not seem to want to tell 
me the reason why at first, but finally he admitted that the number over 
the door did not just suit him, being Number Thirteen. Once in a while 
yours truly is accommodating, and was so in this case, so my quarters were 
Number Thirteen for my stay in Oaxaca City. 

Next day my friend thought it would be a good idea to hire an auto and 
ride up Monte Alban, and we would share the expenses. Monte Alban is on 
top of a mountain within view of Oaxaca City, and it is a beautiful spot on 
top and a beautiful sight to look down upon the city. On returning to the 
citv we decided it would be nice to visit the Church of Santo Domingo, 
which to me is the most beautiful church I have seen in all Mexico. My 
friend took upon himself the obligation of paying for the taxi and told me 
that my portion was three and a half pesos. Before the day was over I 

found that the regular round-trip fare was five pesos, and sometimes four, 

so, as I said before, our acquaintance was a bit to his advantage. 

I decided it was time to proceed with the utmost speed to find and pur- 
chase my 60-peso piece. So I hunted up an American, who was kind enough 
to be my interpreter, and the first place we proceeded to go was to Miguel 
Monroy’s, who had considerable to do with the mint and whose father was 
the Treasurer of the Free and Sovereign State of Oaxaca. The Monroys 
liave a modest photograph gallery in the center of the city, and when we 
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arrived we were informed that the father, who was the Treasurer, had died 
some years ago; that Miguel, the son, had recently died, and upon inquiry 
as to coins, the 60-peso piece in particular, we were informed that they did 
not have any of those choice coins, but that if we would come around at 
7.30 in the evening they would have out whatever coins they had. This 
notable date on the calender happened to be January 31, 1934. At 7.30 
P. M., with my translator, I arrived at Monroy’s, and, as is the Mexican 
custom, he conversed quite a few minutes on general topics — in fact, so 
long that I thought that nothing regarding numismatics was going to happen. 
Finally my translator said: “If we will step into the other room now, they 
will show us what they have.” Upon entering the other room, upon the 
table was lying the Mint Record for the Free and Sovereign State of Oaxaca 
for the month of April, 1915, which, I believe, is the only record in exist- 
ence, all others having been destroyed, as far as I know. A copper coin 
lying on the table turned out to be the 60-peso piece in copper. Two large 
round things, on examination, practically made me speechless, as they were 
the original and only dies for the 60-peso gold piece. I made arrangements 
to buy the Mint Record for April, 1915, and the 60-peso piece in copper. 

Then I broached the subject of their being willing to sell the dies, and 
they said they would like to have me make an offer, which I did, and, after 
some consultation among themselves, my interpreter informed me that 
there was a man in Mexico City who had offered them considerably more. 
Whereupon I asked them if they would accept for them what the man in 
Mexico City had previously offered them. After some discussion they said 
they believed they would accept that. I emptied my pocketbook in a few 
seconds, used up some traveler’s checks, borrowed some from my American 
friend, and by 8.30 that evening was walking down the street with those 
dies wrapped up and in my hands, while two hours before I was not sure* 
they existed. Going back to the hotel, I carefully packed them in my grip, 
and coming out of the door to lock it and walk over town again, I noticed 
over the door — Number Thirteen. After taking in the Ruins of Mitla and 
the Indian village in the mountains where the famous Oaxaca serapes are 
made, I could not wait until I got started for home with my valuable 
treasure. 

I have since found out that there were a number of people who knew 
about the dies and had tried to get them for several years before I had 
arrived. So the second morning found me on the train on the way back to 
Tehuacan and our car, and the following morning we started for Mexico 
City, where we spent two or three days, and then started the trek north for 
the good old U. S. A. 

We drove over very dangerous roads through the mountains on the way 
back, some places having titles such as “Neck of Death,’’ ‘Death’s Curve’’ — 
places where the precipice drops off a thousand or two thousand feet, and 
the road then only wide enough for one car. We would be up high in the 
mountains among the pine and fir trees, and look down thousands of feet 
to the river valley and see banana trees growning. We arrived at the border 
the first week in February, in delightfully mild weather. Then to San An- 
tonio and across to New Orleans and the Mardi Gras, but my mind was 
really more on my treasure than on the Mardi Gras, and was I glad to get 
home and relieved of my responsibility! 

But my treasure did not include the 60-peso gold piece, which was my 
main objective. So July 16 found me again in Oaxaca City with my wife. 
We spent several days negotiating and trying to locate a 60-peso piece. 
Dealing through an intermediary we believed we were negotiating for one 
or two of them. Whether there were any or not, we were not successful 
in our negotiations and we never saw them. 

January of 1935 found me in Mexico City and still in search of the 60- 
peso gold piece. I spent a couple of days with J. Sanchez Garza, who is an 
authority on Mexican revolutionary coins, and who tried to locate one for 
me. While riding in his machine with him one day, he said: “I have seen 
recently a 60-peso piece in silver; it is the only one in existence. I tried to 
get it, but was unsuccessful, but I expect to have it some day, and whoever 
gets it will sure have a wonderful coin.’’ I left Mexico City again without 
the coin of my desire. 

January 2, 1937, and now myself and my boy are headed for Mexico City 
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and Oaxaca City, with the determination that somehow, if I keep on, I shall 
have that which I would like to have. 

Victoria. — We drive along here at 60 miles an hour on roads like a boule- 
vard where in places three years ago we nearly tore our car to pieces going 
three miles an hour in low gear. 

Cecil Apartments, Mexico City. — In my different trips to Mexico City I 
have seen probably the three largest collections of coins in Mexico, one of 
which is now in Argentina. I found one curio shop where the owner said 
they could furnish me a 6 0-peso piece, which was the only one he know of, 
for |400 American money. I was very much in doubt if he really knew 
about one. At any rate, I was not interested at anything like that price. 

A couple of days later found Bud and me on the train bound for Oaxaca 
City, which we reached January 17th. I looked at the only room in the 
hotel with private bath, which they informed me was twelve pesos a day 
each, including meals. I said we were just out roughing it, and we were 
going to take a long horseback trip, and we just wanted an ordinary priced 
room and that we were going to have our meals while there at the market. 
The hotel people looked astounded at me. Such a thing they had never 
heard of in Oaxaca City — an American coming to a hotel and staying with- 
out eating meals there. But we had to prepare ourselves as quickly as pos- 
soble to eat with the Indians, and that was the only way I could see that 
we could accomplish it, so the clerk took us to the second room down the 
hall, a nice room facing the main street. The price was moderate and it 
was a very nice room. And while I was registering at the desk Bud came 
up and said: “Do you know what our room number is?” I said I did not. 
“It is Number Thirteen” he said. 

The following morning we rented two horses and a guide or mozo, who 
had a horse also, to ride up Monte Alban. The price was two pesos a day 
for each horse. Imagine renting a saddle horse for sixty cents a day, in- 
cluding saddle and eats for the horse. But of course they were not quite 
as nice saddle horses as we have here, or as could have been obtained in 
Mexico City. It was seven miles up Monte Alban, making fourteen miles* 
ride for our first day. 

The next day found us on the trail for the two 60-peso gold pieces which 
we were trying to negotiate for two years before, but were informed that 
they had been sold. I am in doubt that anyone really had them. I called 
on a man by the name of Bravo, who showed me some revolutionary pieces 
two or three years ago. He was not at home, but I left a message with his 
wife that I would be at the hotel. Within an hour he showed up at the 
Francia and brought along some coins that he thought I would be inter- 
ested in. To my astonishment he had the 60-peso piece in silver, for which 
asked an exorbitant price. He left with our negotiations at naught. 

So the following evening I went to his house to see if I could not find him 
in a more favorable mood. His wife informed me that he was in a saloon 
on the square. There is one thing I have always made it a policy not to 
do, and that is to enter a saloon and search out a person to transact busi- 
ness. I strolled the length of the square and saw no sign of my friend in 
front of or around the saloon. So I went into one to get several bottles of 
mineral water to take on our horseback trip across country, as we would 
not think of drinking the water except in the large cities. Upon entering 
the saloon my friend Bravo was seated around a card table watching them 
play cards. When we got our water we went over and spoke to him and 
told him that I would like to have the piece, but he was asking too much 
money for it. I asked him if he would mind getting it and bringing it over 
to the hotel, and we would see if we could not get together and make a deal. 
We had not been back at the hotel more than a few minutes when Mr. 
Bravo came in with the coin. It was nearly 1 o’clock in the morning when 
we finally came to a mutual agreement. 

I had the coin in my hand and offered to pass it back to him, but he said, 
“No, it is yours; keep it now; we will finish the business transaction in the 
morning at 9 A. M.” We were leaving on the bus at 10.30 for Tonalapan 
to begin our horseback trip across country. Mr. Bravo was there on time. 
So January 18th, 19 37, I became owner of General Dovila’s 60-peso piece 
in silver, which was made in honor of him. I went to the clerk at the hotel 
and checked out, and on the way to the room to get our grips, over the 
door read “Room Number Thirteen.” 
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Nickel In 

Subsidiary 

Coinage 


Paper read at the Annual Convention of 
the American Numismatic Association, 
Washington, August 25, 1937.

The term nickel used throughout this paper refers to the metallic ele- 
ment nickel in the purest form in which it is obtainable commercially for 
coinage purposes, viz., 99.5 per cent. It should not be confused with the 
copper-base alloy, cupro-nickel, containing only 25 per cent, nickel, which 
is widely used for fractional currency and often erroneously termed “nickel.” 

The term “subsidiary coinage,” as used in this paper, is intended to 
include both standard or unitary coins and their multiples, as well as the 
subdivisions thereof commonly called minor or fractional coins. 


The widespread present-day employment of nickel for monetary purposes 
is evidenced by the fact that of the seventy-nine countries, mandated terri- 
tories, protectorates and other entities authorized to issue coins, seventy of 
them are at present using nickel, either in its pure state or as a major 
alloy in their coinage systems. The few exceptions are, in the main, British 
colonies or protectorates where the English monetary system or a modifica- 
tion thereof is still in use. 

In its pure state nickel has now been issued by thirty-two of these entities, 
in eighty-five denominations and in ninety-five different coins, the sum total 
of pure nickel pieces issued reaching a total weight of approximately 22,000 
tons. In addition, several other countries are considering the adoption of 
nickel for one or more coins, and in some instances for their entire subsidi- 
ary coinage systems. It should be emphasized in passing that in a great 
many of these countries, nickel, a non-precious metal, has taken the place of 
the precious metals for the unit of the system, and in some cases for multi- 
ples of the unit. 

In order to evaluate adequately the reasons for the wide extent of the 
use of nickel in modern coinage systems, to the exclusion of other metals 
and alloys, it is necessary to review briefiy some of the more important 
developments in the recent history of subsidiary coinage, and then to turn 
to a summary study of the physical properties of the metal, which, although 
a newcomer in the field, has attained a permanent position of prominence 
in the monetary systems of the world. 

The role of subsidiary coinage in the economic life of the peoples of the 
world has never been given the importance it deserves. The attention of 
currency experts has generally been directed to the major problems of 
monetary standards, metallic ratios, reserve requirements, velocity of circu- 
lation and other purely economic phases of currency. But few studies have 
been made of the physical aspects of those subsidiary coins which make 
possible the innumerable transactions of our daily lives; small, perhaps, in 
individual amount, but whose daily sum represents a formidable total, 
directly affecting the lives of every individual citizen. 

In stressing the importance of subsidiary coinage in our economic life, one 
authority (Neil Carothers, “Fractional Money,” New York, 1930) goes so 
far as to say that “in the final analysis it was the debased condition of the 
small coins in England that led to the establishment of the gold standard 
in that country.” Further, “it was the precarious situation of the small- 
change currency of France that brought about the formation of the Latin 
Monetary Union,” and finally that “a like condition in the United States 
determined the course of American currency history.” 

The issuance of subsidiary coinage has always been a function or prero- 
gative of the central government, and the many changes suffered by the 
monetary systems of the world in years gone by were usually made in 
response to emergencies arising out of a shortage of coins caused by the 
violent fluctuations in the price of their principal component metals, and 
their consequent disappearance from circulation, rather than to any scientific 
study of changing economic trends in their bearing on subsidiary coins. 
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The result of this failure on the part of the governments concerned to 
devote due attention to the various aspects of subsidiary coinage may be 
observed in the heterogeneous coinage systems that seem to be the rule 
throughout the world today. In response to sudden emergencies caused by 
violent rises in the price of the component metals, or because of a large 
theoretical profit to be derived from seigniorage, new denominations, new 
sizes and weights of coins, oftentimes in excessive quantities, were thrust 
into an already confusing system with utter disregard of such practical 
considerations as the convenience of the public, long-run economy, or uni- 
formity, which in the final analysis should be the principal criteria. It is 
not unusual therefore to find a score of coins in circulation in a given 
country, comprising several different alloys, when this same monetary work 
could well be done by four or five coins of adequate denominations and 
sizes, made of a single metal or alloy. 

Add to this neglect of basic principles the continuous depreciation that 
practically all of the currencies of the world have suffered during the past 
few decades, and the need for monetary reforms will become apparent. 

Because of these two factors of depreciating currencies, and violent rises 
in the price of silver, for example, with consequent heavy loss to the issuing 
country and the great inconvenience of its people, the use of that metal 
which for centuries had been traditional for standard and minor coins, is 
now limited with few exceptions to those countries which are large pro- 
ducers of the metal, or whose monetary unit is still of sufficiently high 
relative value to afford such a luxury. The countries of the world have 
thus run the gamut from gold through the less precious metals, discarding 
them one by one as the market value of the component metals rose, or the 
unit of currency depreciated, to or below the melting point. 

With the advent of central banks, however, the establishment of which 
became general in the early years of the century, more attention has been 
given to subsidiary coinage in all its implications, and while the prerogative 
and the emoluments of the right of issue remain with the respective govern- 
ments, these new institutions have been given certain supervisory functions 
in respect of coinage which are certain to result, indeed have already re- 
sulted, in marked changes and improvements in the coinage systems of the 
countries concerned. 

Formerly, in crises arising from a sudden shortage caused by the rise in 
price of the component metal, the tendency was to substitute the lowest 
priced metal obtainable without due consideration of the effect of such a 
change upon the future of the system as a whole. The other alternatives, 
of reducing either the fine content of the precious metal or the size of the 
coin were used in only a few instances, probably because of legislative 
restrictions. In such emergencies the usual practice was to increase the 
size and weight of the new coins, on the theory that the change to a baser 
metal might set up public resistance to the acceptance of such coins. These 
mistaken policies resulted in the introduction of coins of excessive sizes 
and weights, and if indeed there was reluctance on the part of the public 
to accept and use them freely, this was due rather to their inconvenient 
size and weight than to any psychological reaction to the lower intrinsic 
value of the component metals. 

Out of these experiences, which have been common to most countries of 
the world at some period in their monetary history, came the abandonment 
of the belief that the intrinsic value of the metal content of a coin should 
approximate as closely as possible or exactly equal its nominal or money 
value; and the adoption by the central banks of other and more practical 
bases for the selection of the metal from which coins should be struck. 
It is for this reason that if a coin is fiduciary, that is to say, if its value as a 
medium of exchange is greater than the intrinsic value of its component 
metal or metals, the modern practice is to employ in its elaboration a metal 
whose physical properties meet the requirements of utility, and which can 
easily be elaborated into a form suitable for minting. In the light of these 
facts and because of the realization of the economies and added public 
convenience that may be effected by the implantation of scientific coinage 
reforms, the following recent tendencies are worthy of note: 

(1) The gradual reduction in diameter and weight of all fiduciary 

coins. 
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(2) A striving for uniformity by the use of a single metal or alloy 
for the entire system, especially in countries where the local mint is 
equipped to handle the entire operation from the melting of the metal 
to the striking of the coin. 

(3) The abandonment of the precious metals because of their wide 
price fluctuations and higher cost. 

(4) The adoption of the criterion of utility as the basis of the 
selection of the metal to be employed rather than that of relative 
intrinsic value. The term utility is intended to include appearance, 
durability, malleability, security against counterfeiting, low relative 
cost and stability of price. 

While the economic factors briefly noted above had a direct bearing on 
recent changes in the physical aspects of coinage, it is these physical or 
utilitarian properties of nickel which account for its widespread and grow- 
ing use by the mints of the world. Largely because of these properties its 
adoption by Switzerland in 1881 has been followed by its introduction in its 
pure state into the coinage systems of roughly 4 0 per cent, of the coin-using 
entities of the world, not only, as has been said, for fractional coins, but 
also for the units of many systems and their multiples, denominations for 
which only the precious metals had been used in the past. 

Of these properties the first that occurs to the mind of the numismatist is, 
perhaps, that of appearance. Nickel is a non-rusting metal of high optical 
reflectivity and of a bluish-white color which sets it off and makes it easily 
distinguishable from any other metal or alloy used for coinage purposes. 
Because of its anti-corrosive and wear-resisting properties, it retains its 
pristine color and brilliance almost indefinitely, and in spite of its hardness 
flows easily under the dies to take a clean-cut impression unsurpassed by 
any other non-precious metal. Nickel thus meets the requirement of lasting 
attractive appearance, which is of the utmost importance in its psychological 
effect, especially in cases in which it is employed to replace a precious metal. 

In respect to durability, practical tests have shown that the resistance of 
nickel coins to abrasion, under circumstances comparable to those to be met 
with in circulation, is far greater than that of any other metal or alloy 
commonly used for coinage purposes, the average ratio of wear resistance 
being as five to one in a test made in Switzerland with ten different alloys. 
This means economy, since it is not necessary to replace worn or illegible 
coins so frequently. The first nickel coins issued by Switzerland in 1881 
are still to be found in circulation, and show only slight evidence of wear 
after fifty-six years of active use. 

One of the essential physical properties of a coinage metal or alloy is 
malleability, that is to say, it must respond readily to the mechanical opera- 
tions, such as forging, hot and cold rolling, and stamping, that are necessary 
to bring it into a form suitable for coinage, without sacrificing the other 
essentials of hardness, tensile strength and elasticity. Nickel undergoes 
these various mechanical operations without difficulty, and as it goes to the 
coin press in the form of blank discs has the following physical character- 
istics. (“Nickel and Nickel Base Alloys,” F. L. LaQue, Mechanical Engineer- 
ing, Vol. 5, No. 12, December, 1936, page 827): 

COLD ROLLED “SOFT” ANNEALED STRIP 


Tensile Strength, p. s. i 60,000 — 75,000 

Yield Strength, 0.2% set p. s. i .15,000 — 25,000 

Elongation in 2 in. per cent 45 — 3 5 

Reduction of Area, per cent 75 — 6 5 

Scaleroscope Hardness 13 — 14 

Rockwell “B” Hardness 56 — 64 


The Brinell hardness of nickel coins ready for circulation ranges from 
118 to 168, the degree of hardness depending upon the treatment given to 
the metal in its elaboration and coinage. 

Perhaps the outstanding advantage of nickel is that it presents the great- 
est obstacles to the counterfeiter and the maximum security against counter- 
feiture of all the metals and alloys that have been used for coinage purposes. 
Its high melting point, 2642 degrees F., and the expensive and elaborate. 
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equipment required for its adequate mechanical and metallurgical treatment, 
offer insuperable obstacles to the unauthorized manufacture of nickel coins, 
and attempts to duplicate them are readily distinguishable from the authen- 
tic coins. 

The clandestine manufacture of spurious coins by casting nickel in molds 
is out of the question since it is impossible to duplicate the bright metal 
surface and the clear-cut impression of the coinage press by that method. 

Another characteristic of nickel which defeats the employment of other 
white metals and alloys by the counterfeiter is that it is the only coinage 
metal that is magnetic and responds immediately to a simple magnet. This 
characteristic is lacking even in alloys containing relatively high percentages 
of nickel or in other metals which have been nickel plated. 

If we pause to consider that in many countries of the world the total 
issue of subsidiary coinage amounts to several thousand tons, the question 
of cost becomes an important factor in the selection of the component metal. 

For purposes of comparison, it may be said that at present market prices, 
the cost of one pound of electrolytic nickel is roughly that of one ounce of 
fine silver, and while its initial cost is greater than most of the other white 
metals, the five-to-one ratio of wear resistance, as compared to other metals, 
more than offsets the difference in first cost. 

Another important consideration connected with the cost of a coinage 
system is the stability of price of its principal component metal. 

Since the turn of the century, many of the countries of the world that 
employ the precious metals for coinage have suffetred untold losses and have 
seen their subsidiary coinage systems wrecked by sudden rises in the in- 
trinsic value of the metal content of their fiduciary coins to a point where 
it was profitable to melt and export the fine metal content. The reduction 
of the precious metal content or the alternative reduction in the size and 
weight of the coin is not always feasible, and even if it were, the element 
of the time required to effect the change renders these steps nugatory. If, 
as often happens, the monetary unit of the country is tending toward de- 
preciation, the disaster is complete. 

In contrast to the violent fiuctuations in the prices of the precious metals, 
that of nickel has suffered only slight variation in the past thirty-five years, 
in no case of sufficient import to prejudice its use for coinage or to disrupt 
a coinage system of which it was a component part. 

Briefly stated, these are the principal reasons for the prominent position 
that has been attained by nickel in modern systems of coinage 

In conclusion, it is of interest to note the growing interest of numis- 
matists in the public policies behind modern currency reforms. In many 
countries the local numismatic societies are being called into consultation 
with the public authorities, not alone in respect of the designs to be used, 
but also of the other features of coinage that have been briefly outlined 
above. It is a hopeful sign for the future of coinage.

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Hudson Conmiemorative Half Dollars, 

The coinage of 6,000 half dollars to commemorate the 150th anniversary 
of the founding of the City of Hudson, New York, was proposed in a bill 
introduced in Congress by Senator Copeland, of New York on March 11th, 
19 34. The bill specified the coins be distributed by the Mayor of Hudson 
or a committee appointed by him. Before the bill was passed, the number 
of coins authorized was changed to 10,000. The designs were made by 
Chester Beach, sculptor. 

The obverse shows the ship of Henrich Hudson, the “Half Moon." Above 
the ship is the inscription “IN GOD WE TRUST." Above, near edge, 
“UNITED STATES OF AMERICA." Below, near edge, “HALF DOLLAR." 

The reverse shows the seal of Hudson, a spouting whale and two great 
gods of the sea. Above whale in center, “ET DECUS ET PRETIUM RECTI." 
Above, near edge, “CITY OF HUDSON, N. Y." Below, “E PLURIBUS 
UNUM." Near edge, 1735-1935. 

Number coined, 193 5, 10,008. Cost, $1, plus postage. 

Shu Diego Exposition Half l>ollai*s. 

These coins were struck in commemoration of the California Pacific 
International Exposition held at San Diego in 1935 and 1936. 250,000 

commemorative half dollars were struck in the San Francisco mint dated 
1935. Of this number 180,000 were returned to the Denver mint and re- 
minted with the date 19 36. They have the same obverse and reverse except- 
ing for the dates. The designs were made by Robert Aitken of New York 
City. 

The obverse shows the seal of California. Right, “EUREKA." Left, 
grizzly bear. Below, “LIBERTY." Below, near edge, “HALF DOLLAR." 
Above, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF AMERICA." 

Reverse: View of Exposition grounds showing entrance Tower and im- 
portant Exhibition Building. Right of Tower, “1935." Left, “SAN DIEGO." 
Below, “IN GOD WE TRUST." Around edge, “CALIFORNIA PACIFIC 
INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION." 

Number coined, 1935, 250,000, San Francisco mint (180,000 melted). 
Cost, $1 plus postage. Number coined, 1936, 180,000, Denver mint (150,000 
melted). Cost, $1.50 plus postage. 

Spanish Trail Half Dollai*s. 

In commemoration of the 400th anniversary of the expedition of Cabeza de 
Vaca and the opening of the old Spanish Trail, 10,000 half dollars were 
authorized and struck in the Philadelphia mint in 1935. They sold for $2 
each plus postage. Being unable to use the head of Cabeza de Vaca, the 
Spanish explorer who first traversed this trail, it was decided to use the 
head, or rather, skull, of a cow. The skull of a cow had been placed at the 
entrance to the mountain pass by the Spaniards to show them the way 
through the mountain. The coin was designed by L. W. Hoffecker, chairman 
of the El Paso Museum Committee. The finished drawing was done by 
E. L. Boone, a local artist, and the plaster models were executed by Edmund 
J. Senn, a local sculptor of wide experience. 

Obverse: Skull of a cow. Above skull, “LIBERTY." Above, “LIBERTY," 
“E PLURIBUS UNUM." Around, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA." Below skull, “ALVAR NUNEZ CABEZA de VACA." Below, 
near edge, “HALF DOLLAR." 

Reverse: Palm Tree in center over map of States showing trail from 
Florida to Texas. To left, “EL PASO." Below, to right, “IN GOD WE 
TRUST." Above, near edge, “OLD SPANISH TRAIL." Below, near edge, 
“1835-1935." 

Number coined, 1935, 10,000. Cost $2 plus postage. 

RIkkIc Island Tercentenary Half l>ollar.s. 

In 1936 Congress authorized 50,000 half dollars to be struck in com- 
memoration of the 300th anniversary of the settling of Rhode Island. The 
number of coins were divided according to mints as follows: Philadelphia, 
20,000; Denver, 15,000; San Francisco, 15,000. John Howard Benson and 
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Arthur Graham Carey, both of Newport, R. I., were the designers of the 
models selected by the Treasury officials for the half dollars. 

Obverse: The words “LIBERTY,” “IN GOD WE TRUST,” “1636-1936,” 
and “RHODE ISLAND,” with the welcome of Roger Williams by the Indian 
at State Rock as emblematic of Liberty. 

On the reverse the shield bearing the anchor of hope, and the ribbon above 
it bearing the word “HOPE” stand for the authority of the State, while 
behind them the motto “E PLURIBUS UNUM” stands for the authority of 
the nation. 

Cost $1 per coin, plus postage. 

Long Island Commemorative Half Dollars. 

A bill authorizing the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the 
three hundredth anniversary of the founding of the first settlement on 
Long Island, New York, was passed by Congress in May, 193 6. The bill 
provided for 100,000 coins. The designer was Howard Kenneth Weinman, 
son of Adolph Alexander Weinman, who designed several of the coins used 
by the United States Government. 

Obverse: Shows the bust of an early settler, together with a bust of an 
Indian in the early 1600s. Below, near edge, “E PLURIBUS UNUM.” 

Reverse: Sailing ship of the type in early seventeenth century. Below 
ship, “IN GOD WE TRUST.” Below that, “1936.” Below date, “LONG 
ISLAND,” and near edge, “TERCENTENARY.” Above, near edge, “UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA, HALF DOLLAR.” 

Number coined, 1936, 100,000. Cost, $1 each, plus postage.

GREENWIC^H STAMP AND COIN CLUB ORGANIZED. 

The Greenwich (Conn.) Stamp and Coin Club was organized on March 
25, 1937. We have a membership of approximately 50. And of course we 
are having new members constantly. We meet the first and third Friday 
of each month at the library of the Greenwich High School. In the nomM 
nation of our officers we attempted to keep an even balance of philatelists 
and numismatists. I have found that all coin collectors are also stamp 
collectors, but all stamp collectors are not coin collectors. In planning our 
programs we try to keep that in balance, too. 

Our exhibition was held October 14 to 16. We had ten entries in the coin 
exhibition, and fifty-six frames of stamps. We had approximately 250 
persons visit the exhibition. 

For our dinner on October 16 we had Clifford Mason talk on stamps and 
music. We had William S. Dewey, of The Bronx Coin Club, the Westchester 
Coin Club, and the American Numismatic Association. He spoke on differ- 
ent kinds of money, showing us the copper square that weighed more than 
a pound, and the tiniest coin, which was about the size of a kernel of rice. 
He had Indian wampum, leather money, freaks in the cents, and many 
different kinds. 


COMMUNION TOKENS OF NEW ZEALAND. 

In a paper on “Communion Tokens of the Presbyterian Church of New 
Zealand,” read at a recent meeting of the New Zealand Numismatic Society, 
Mr. H. G. Williams, of Dunedin, said that Presbyterian Church communion 
tokens (round, square, oval or lozenge-shaped pieces of metal, usually of 
lead, and bearing names of churches, numbers, or references from the 
Bible) were interesting sidelights on the study of numismatics. These 
tokens were said to have had their origin in Scotland as admission pieces 
to communion services. It is even stated that similar tokens were used as 
passports to conventicles held in defiance of the law, when religious persecu- 
tion was the order of the day in Scotland, and it is suggested that the 
lozenge shape was adopted to facilitate insertion in the mouth in the event 
of being surprised in secret conclave, but there was no confirmation of these 
assertions. In any case the heather would provide a sufficient hiding place 
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for tokens if used in times of risk. It was clear that communion tokens 
served mainly as adjuncts to communion services, indicating numbers and 
texts, etc., and it was for use in such a way that they were first issued in 
New Zealand in 18 44, their use being discontinued about the year 1886. 
They were used mainly in Otago. Very few people of the present generation 
were aware that these pieces had been used, and there were very few, 
if any, complete collections of them. Mr. Williams had the most complete 
collection. He was making an effort to complete sets for the church 
authorities and for local collections, and so far he had learned of the follow- 
ing 40 issues:

Sir James Elliott exhibited a series of early Scottish communion tokens, 
some of which were fairly rare and worth about 7s. 6d. These tokens were 
perhaps not sufficiently old to have been used as passports to illegal con- 
venticles, such as those referred to, but they brought under notice the 
former existence of interesting religious usages of departed days. 

The Rev. D. C. Rates said that in medieval times it was usual for the 
laity to communicate only once a year — at Easter; but at the Reformation 
it was thought desirable that communion should be taken more frequently. 
The issue of Presbyterian communion tokens to the congregation was con- 
sidered to be a privelege necessitating a special session of the elders to 
consider the fitness of the applicants for communion. This was known as 
“fencing the table.” The issue of tokens was said to have been abused 
occasionally both by issuers and recipients and, after being substituted by 
cards in some places, their issue was discontinued. Communion tokens 
seemed peculiar to the Presbyterian Church, although other churches had 
their forms of admission and communicant guilds, etc., for which special 
medals were worn.

A SUGGESTION AV ORTH A TRIAL. 


The following item may be of interest to your readers, and it may be well 
known, too, but I have only recently learned of it from experience. It is 
contributed for whatever use you may wish to give it: 

“Bright, new, uncirculated coins will retain their brightness indefinitely if 
wrapped in clean cellophane and stored in small coin envelopes. It is far 
superior to tissue paper and has the added convenience of transparency. 
Cellophane wrappers from cigarette packages will serve very nicely, and 
should be cut into pieces about three inches square for half dollars and 
smaller coins; slightly larger for silver dollars. This is not to be considered 
a recommendation for the use of cellophane envelopes, because the type of 
glue used to hold cellophane envelopes together will cause the coins to 


tarnish in a few months.’’

COIN CORPORATION ENTERS AGREEMENT. 

A special dispatch to the Springfield (Mass.) Union, dated November 1, 
says: 

“National Coin Corporation, of 29 Locust St., Springfield, has entered 
into a stipulation with the Federal Trade Commission to discontinue certain 
misleading representaations in connection with the sale of its coin catalog, 
the commission said today. Under its stipulation, the company agrees to 
stop representing that many coins and bills now in circulation are worth big 
cash premiums, and that its coin books list all valuable coins or tells which 
are valuable. It also agrees to the commission to cease asserting that it 
buys all coins or common coins, and that it will purchase coins for specified 
prices, unless all conditions pertaining to such offers are published in direct 
connection therewith and in equally large type.”

To the Members of the American Numismatic Association. 

The Association’s library of numismatic books, catalogues and pamphlets 
has just been transferred to the home of the Librarian in Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., from its former location in Rochester. All non-restricted material 
is once again available for distribution to members in good standing, after 
a short period of unavoidable delay. 

As before, books may be borrowed for a period of two weeks, and the 
borrower will be required to provide postage and insurance charges both 
ways. Under a new ruling, however, applications for books should be made 
direct to the Librarian, instead of to the General Secretary as in former 
years. This practice will expedite the forwarding of books and occasion a 
minimum of delay and correspondence. Borrowers should attach their cur- 
rent membership cards to their applications for identification purposes, and 
they will be returned when the books are forwarded. 

Particular attention is called to the need for wrapping books with a pro- 
tective covering of corrugated cardboard or equivalent before entrusting 
them to the mails. Many of our volumes are both rare and expensive, and, 
while covered against complete loss by insurance, cannot be insured against 
damage or breakage in transit. The cooperation of every member is urged 
in this respect in order that our books may live long and useful lives. 

A complete inventory of material available in the library has been com- 
pleted and will be published in the new membership list soon to be dis- 
tributed to members. Your Librarian hopes that anyone having copies of 
numismatic books not represented therein will donate them to the cause 
from time to time and continue to build up the library as in the past. 

Many issues of the Coin Collector’s Journal and the American Journal of 
Numismatics are conspicuous by their absence from our collection and would 
be welcome additions. American Numismatic Society Monographs Numbers 
32, 35, 36, 37, 41, and 42 are also missing, as are many of the monographs 
reporting the A. N. S. meetings. We would also like to obtain copies of 
pamphlets and membership lists published by the local numismatic clubs 
from time to time. 

The library is maintained, at a cost to the Association, for the benefit of 
the entire organization. This expenditure can only be justified on the basis 
that it is rendering a real service to our membership. The sustained and 
continuous use of the facilities offered is the best index of its value to the 
Association. Your Librarian looks forward to a period of extended activity 
for the A. N. A. Library.

THE BRONX COIN (XUB — Fourth anniversary and fiftieth meeting, Oc- 
tober 27. Cooperation of other local clubs made the celebration the great 
success it was. The dinner was served to one hundred and fifteen members 
and guests, and had as its main course a generous portion of roast stuffed 
Maryland turkey. Dessert included two large birthday cakes, surmounted 
with cornucopia overflowing with chocolate coins. 

President Sghia welcomed the guests and surrendered the gavel to Arthur 
W. Deas, who officiated as master of ceremonies. Edward T. Newell was 
the first speaker of the evenng. His address on “The Rumblings of a Coin 
Collector” was brilliant and instructive beyond description. It was con- 
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eluded by a recital of the many coins issued in Egypt during a certain period 
and what gave rise to their design. These coins were exhibited by Mr. 
Newell as his exhibit. 

His address was followed by one given by John J. Fitzgerald, an opera- 
tive of the U. S. Secret Service. His subject was the U. S. notes, counter- 
feiting and gold smuggling. After listening to this interesting topic his 
audience felt sure it was better qualified to detect counterfeits. Both 
speakers were accorded great applause for their interesting addresses. 
Mr. Zerbe, upon being called upon later to say a few words, told for the 
especial benefit of Mr. Fitzgerald of an occurernce many years ago while 
he was exhibiting in the mid-West. A woman spectator showed him an 
early U. S. note, asking for his opinion on it. He told her it was an in- 
teresting piece and, upon being pressed further, advised her that it was a 
counterfeit. Thereupon she admitted it, volunteering the information that, 
with the consent of the Federal Government, her father made it and many 
others like it for use in bankrupting the South during the Civil War. He 
did not give the story any credence until he later related it to a former old- 
time chief of the Secret Service, who said he believed the story. He told 
of the great difficulties he experienced in his early days in distnguishing 
the “patriotic counterfeits” from the others. 

Our guests included members of the New York, Brooklyn, Westchester, 
New Jersey, Chase Bank, Greenwich, Bridgeport and Waterbury coin clubs, 
and of the American Numismatic Society. A few words of congratulation 
were expressed by the representatives of each club. J. Henri Ripstra, Presi- 
dent of the American Numismatic Association, in a letter, regretted his 
inability to be present and wished the club continued success. Congratula- 
tions were also extended by Mr. Boyd and Mr. Hanson. Mr. Werner also 
wished us future prosperity and told us he was sorry that labor difficulties 
at his place of business prevented his remaining for a greater length of 
time.

SI (K;KSTS REGUDATING ( omme^ioratives. 

The future of commemorative half dollars, as far as Congress is con- 
cerned, does not look very bright. There have been so many complaints 
regarding distribution that Congress this year was ready to suspend all 
further issues. Yet the idea of the commemoratives in providing funds for 
historic purposes was a splendid one, not only creating by coinage a history 
of the United States, its cities and towns, trails and battlefields, but pro- 
viding funds in a desirable and simplified w’ay without direct cost to the 
area concerned. This coinage is a great lure to collectors, producing new 
ones day by day. 

The suspension of these issues will be most harmful to numismatic in- 
terests. So what should be done about it? Some think the issues are too, 
small. Others believe an excessive issue makes a coin too commonplace for 
the collector. After all, there is zest in battling to secure a few or even one 
of a limited issue. On the other hand, a distributor who abuses his power 
with a limited issue deserves severe censure. 

I suggest that the President of the A. N. A. appoint a committee without 
delay to digest the views of collectors; that collectors be invited to write 
in their views, and that this committee reduce the views to a few main 
ideas and urge the Coinage Committees of Congress by personal appear- 
ance, if possible, to continue the issues with certain restrictions. Other- 
wise we may have no more commemoratives. 

After all, it was the collectors who complained to Congress. So let this 
<;ommittee act for thm. The dealers can well take care of themselves. 

I believe there is one point most collectors will agree on — that no dealer 
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be permitted to handle distribution, and that no design be repeated in an- 
other year. 

If the A. N. A. cannot act on this suggestion, I suggest that all collectors 
and others interested write the Coinage Committees, urging the continu- 
ance of issuance as serving a patriotic purpose, leaving it to these commit- 
tees to make terms.

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The Norfolk Half Dollar 

Regarding the controversy over the Norfolk Half Dollar, in order 
to clear up the situation we present herewith both sides. We out- 
line the principal complaints and supply the answers herewith: 

Complaint: “The British Royal Crown should never have been put 
on a piece of United States money. Our country is a demo- 
cratic nation and the British Empire is a monarchy.” 

Answer: The crown appears because it is part of Norfolk’s historic 
mace which is reproduced on the half dollar. Norfolk is 
the only city in the United States with a mace with such 
an historic background. It was presented in 1653 by the 
then Lieutenant Governor of Virginia — Robert Dinwiddle 
— when Norfolk was a royal borough. The mase passed 
through three wars and each time was buried to save it. 
It is solid sterling silver and is an exact copy of The Royal 
British mace used at the recent coronation. The only 
difference is that the royal mace is of gold and is studded 
with jewels. We included a reproduction of our mace as 
part of the design not as a compliment to the British Em- 
pire but because the mace is one of Norfolk’s priceless 
treasures. 

roiiiplaiiit : “The coin was minted in 1937 but is dated 1936, thus 
creating the impression that it was minted in that year. 
Why wasn’t it dated properly?” 

Answer: We desired the coin to commemorate the 300th Anniver- 
sary of the Original Norfolk Land Grant in 163 6 and the 
200th Anniversary of the Creation of Norfolk as a royal 
borough in 173 6. We tried to secure passage of the bill 
when Congress was in session in 193 6 but owing to the 
coin-medal mix-up were unsuccessful. Numismatists who 
followed the project know all about this and how Presi- 
dent Roosevelt promised to correct the mistake of Con- 
gress. This he did and the bill passed provided that the 
coins were to bear the date 19 36 regardless of when they 
were minted. 

We are of the opinion that the Norfolk half dollar should be ex- 
tremely valuable to a collector, especially now in view of the above, 
and rather than be criticized we should be complimented for having 
minted a coin with such an unusually attractive and unique design. 
We have approximately 9,000 pieces still on hand and will sell 
them on a “first come first served basis” as long as they last — the 
price as originally advertised being $1.65 for the first coin on the 
order and $1.55 for each additional piece up to the limit of 20 to 
one person.
